brings man in fear that he may not ſin; for becauſe of fin 
was the Law added; and the Law was given after much of 
- the love, preſervation, power, deliverances, and the won- 
ders of the Lord had been ſeen, arid it was given in the 
Wilderneſs where ſometime there was want of bread and . 
water, where was Serpents, Scorpions and many trials; 
where the figure of him who was to heal the wounded, 
and take away the ſting of death,and fave the life of man, 
was lifted, up on high without chem ; theywhich figure or | 
' ontward bodily appearance, was prepared ty Moſes: And 
Chriſt had a body prepared him, both web che carnal eye 
might ſee, & the carnal mind contend aþbout,(even as the 
Devil about the body of Adeſes ) but the ſubſtance of the 
figure, Chriſt the Light, Gods power, being not received 
within, in the hearr, anc ſo fin ( the tranſgreſſion- of the.

near the darkneſs, and thunders, and tempeſts 3 and fo, 
though many do talk- of the Law ( being a Schoolmafter 
to'Chrift ) yet are they as much afraid to receive the Mi- 
niftraction of Condemnation, as their Fathers were , who 
mizht have boaſted that they were the people of God, 
and his onely choſen flock, and that the Land of. reſt was 
promiſed to them, and that they had fed npon the paſ{- 
over, '( and yet they periſhed before they came to that 
which was promiſed, who are left for an example) and 
they might have boaſted and talked miich of the good- 


neſs of God, and of his wonders, and of his preſence be- 


mg with them, and of their own experiences therein, and

And this revelation 
andheaverily viſion'he did not then call a Tewpcation, nor a 
Delufien: Neither did he deſpiſe that which ſtruck him blind, 
fnd let kim'ſee a bodyof fin, and came. to. cut him, down be- 
cauſe of the fin; burtcryed out of his wretchedneſſe, and ac- 
touted all as drofs and dung; and unto this he was obedient, 
and his he loved, and did nor ſay of it; That itwas notable- 
- to ſave him from finne, the which before did prick for ſinne, 
though againft thar which prickt he hed ſtrived, (which whe 
in im Jand'iic was ſaid unto him,» Jf 6 bgrd for thee 10 kink.
